Cavalry Raid Succeeds 


Hankow, May 7. 

A story of a Chinese cavalry raid 
has just come to light, in which a 
strong force of mounted men attack- 
ed a Japanese motorised column and 
inflicted severe casualtles “somowhere 
near Talerchwang.” 

The raiders swooped down upon the 


column, taking it completely by sur- 
prise. Dismounting, the Chinese 
sprang upon the Japanese trucks, beat 
off the Jnpanese, drivers and guards, 
burned the cars and their freight, re- 
mounted and rode away.

Youngest Appointee 
To Important 
China Command 


Brigadier A, I. Grasett D.S.0., 
M.C., has been appointed General 
Officer Commanding the British 
Troops in China, with the rank 
of Major-General, according to 
Reuter message last night. 


He will relieve .the present 
General Officer Commanding, 
Major-General A. W. Bartholo- 
mew, C.B., C.M.G., C.B.E., D.S.0. in 
November, a few weeks after he 
celebrates his fiftieth birthday. 


At the age of 49, Major General 
Grasett will be the youngest 
General Officer Commanding ap- 
potnted to tho ‘important War 
Eastern Command. He was born 
in Canada on October 20, 1888, 
and received his particularised 
military education at the Royal 
Military College in Kingston, 
Ontario. 


In addition to belng the youngest 
General Officer Commanding ap- 
pointed to the Chinn Command, 
Major General Grasett is probably 
the first Domlinion-born  millitary 
officer to achieve this Important post. 


His career with the British Army 
dates from June 24, 1909, when he 
entered the Royal Engineers, os a 
Second Lieutenant. 


He was gazetted a Licutenant on’ 


February 4, 1911, and was one of the 
Old. Contemptibles who went_across 
to France to stem the Initlal German 
advance, 


As a Lieutenant, Grasett was sent 
to the Front on August 12, 19]4, cight 


days after Great Britaln declared 
war on Germany. . Within two 
months he was mentioned 
Despatches four times during 
War, promotion also came rapidly to 
the young officer. -He was appointed 
Captaln on June 24, 1915, and Major 
on New Year's Day, 1919, 


SERVED RIGHT THROUGH WAR

Franco, the Insurgent leader, but was 
actually selling arms to the Reich in 
contraverition of the Germon-Ameri- 
can pence treaty, the imputation being 
that. such arms were available to 
General Franco. 

Speaking with emotion, Mr. Hull 
denied that the State Department had 
viclated any treaty. He said it was 
most discouraging in these difficult 
and dangerous {imes when he and his 
colleagues were working day and 
night making tremendous efforts for 
peace, to have the press accusing his 
colleagues of bias. 

It had been alleged that the United 
States denied the Spanish Govern- 
ment the right to buy arms purely 
to please Great Britain, that the 
Chamberlain policy of conciliation of 
the Dictators was being followed 
although the American people did not 
approve, and even the British people 
did not endorse It. 

The warmth of Mr. Hull’s speech 
showed his resentment of these uc-

QNE of the anticipated results 


of the present Sino-Japanese 
conflict has been the gencsis of 
a revivified nationalism amongat 
the Chinese’ massea i general.

by the sainted Father of the Re- 
public and so ably striven for by 
Chiang: Kal-shek—was tho 
stimulus of an undeclared war, 
coupled with the horrors of a 
foreign invasion. © 


This veritable resorgimicnto—for 
such It really Is—has had = miuny 
parallels in history, proving the 
truth of the time-worn fact that the 
best way to arouse the dormant pa- 
triotism of any people is to attempt 
to further repress it by acts of ruth~ 
lessness. Indeed, every repetition of 
these offences ugainst humanity re- 
acts as a boomerang against the per- 
petrators; for “frightfulness’’ = can 
have but one answer, and that Is the 


===: | fanning to a still whiter heat, the al- 


rendy flaming spirit of resistance, 
Nowhere {5 this Inudable tendency 
more typified than amongst the Chi- 
nese of the southern provinces, and 
umongst these hardy people, it is the 
women who have leapt to the van- 
guard jn the promotion of the ever- 
rising morale of the Chinese people. 


Colony’s Contribution

INTENDED 


The Chinese authorities are 
displaying an altogether natural 
“regret,” as they put it, that 
Great Britain should have made 
an agreement with Japan .con- 
cerning the safeguarding of 
foreign loans secured on receipts 
of the Chinese Customs. It 
does scem a trifle irregular that 
such arrangement should ever 
have been discussed, let alone 
consummated, by two foreign 
states which did not even refer 
the matter to the Chinese 
Government. And yet, from 
the standpoint of the Japanese, 
there is no Chinese Government; 
and from the British point of 
view, there is certainly no 
Government in position te 
negotiate other than that at 
Tokyo. It: would be quite im- 
possible, indeed altogether coun- 
ter to British policy, to deal with 
“temporary” and = “'re- 
formed” administrations in 
Peiping and Nanking, for --in- 
stance, and China would be the 
first to condemn such tacit 
recognition of these subservient 
local groups. Moreover, since 
the Japanese actually do control 
the ports through which the 
customs duties must be collected, 
with the exception of Canton 
and a few of the lesser centres, 
and since China would presum- 
ably have met her obligations 
guaranteed by the customs re- 
ceipts in any event, there seems 
to be no moral reason why 
the Anglo-Japanese agreement 
should. not have been attempted. 
The Chinese objections, ap- 
parently, boil down to under- 
standable exasperation that she 
is not in a position to prevent 
n situation which makes it 
possible for an aggressor nation 
to dispose of Chinese revenue 
as it sees fit. China is hurt by 
the unintended affront, and not 
by the perfectly natural desire 
of ‘the British Government to 
protect its investments, or ita 
nationals’ investments. And 
China must realise that it is 
more desirable at the moment 
that her lost revenues should go 
to, pay her own obligations than 
that they should find their way 
in their entirety into Japanese 
hands, to be- hurled back into 
the faces of China’s gallant 
goldlery in the form of high ox- 
plosive and machine-gun bullets, 

Any resentment there may be 
ugainst Great Britain as a result 
of this arrangement with Japan 
should be largely offset by the 
recollection that British people, 
in an inconspicuous way, are 


giving considernble assistance to. 


the Chinese nation, — British 
money is buying comforts for 
the wounded ‘and equipment for 
the ‘over-burdened hospitals. 
And a British port provides 
Chinn with’ a gateway to the 


world, through which a flow of 


her patriotle efforts to ald her coun- 
try. Relief socictles literally have 
sprung Into being wlmost over night, 
and by thelr effective organisation, 
have been Instrumental In accom 
plshing tremendous work for 

sake of thelr countrymen who 

fghting so vatlantly in the North, 

Perhaps the pioneer amongst these 
feminine organisations jn the Colony 
ig that one fsrnown os the "Hongkong 
Chinese Women's Soldiers’ Relief 
Association.” This body was formed 
in August of lost year with a quorum 
of {en enriest and’ far-sighted 
members who realised that as a re~ 
sult of the incipient struggle with 
Jopan, something must be done to 
foster the worlt of succour amongst 
the wounded andthe countless re- 
fugees who were forced to evacuate 
their homes and seek erstwhile 
shelter in the Colony. 

The response to the nppeal of 
these patriotic Indies was practically 
instantancous, and instead of the 50 
or 60 friends and acquaintances 
who had been hastily contacted 
by telephone, some 200 and more 
well-wishers turned up at the 
first mecting. As oo result of 
such a splendid response, the 
society was at once organised under 
a practical basis, a chairman ap- 
pointed, nnd a charter sought. Those 
who were interested in the contem- 
plated relief work of the association 
were Invited to contribute a fee of one 
dollar per mensem jn order to 
establish n working_cupitel for the 
proposed scheme, Of course, there 
were many who made more lavish 
contribution to the. cause, and in a 
short time the socicty was working 
at full blast, with {ts scores of will- 
ing volunteer workers, tolling a 
minimum of seven hours a day, in 
the moking of bandages, the knit- 
ting of woollen helmets and swea- 
ters, and the preparation of comfort 
kits for dispatch to the wounded at 
the front. So augmented did the pcs 
tivities of the society become that 
now its members number more than 
2,600 and thelr organisation has be- 
come so efficient that it supplics medi- 
cal ond first-uld materlals to practi- 
cully the whole of the country, 

Many of these volunteer workers, 
too. it may be mentloned are school~ 
girls who assist members in thely 
manifold tasks, .

Of course, ‘one of the main prow 
blems of ;n field of activities carried 
out upon ‘such a colossal scenic is that 
of.finance. This, however, has been 
one which has been courageously 
handled, by giving public concerts, 
holding bails, and the opening of an 
occasional bazaor for the disposal of 
fancy-work made by the women, in 
thelr: already greatly curbed and 
limited leisure. The patriotic res- 
ponse of tho Hongicong public to the 
appenie of the ngsociation have been 
well heeded, and it $a most gratify~ 
{ng 1o report thnt the efforts of the 
women have always culminated in 
building up a tidy sum for relief 
work, One or two examples will 
suMce, Ina “Flower Day" sponsored 
by the Association, the sum of $10,- 
000 was realised, which incidentally, 
Ia reported to be the largest ever ob- 
tained from the Hongkong public in 
n compaign of this type. The bazaar 
wag also excecdingly well patroniscd, 
and it is interesting to note that from 
an Snitinl outlay of only $500, over 
$8,000 was secured. In addition, the 
funds of the associntion were aug- 
mented by gencrous pereentages of 
the “takings of a number of con- 
terts which delighted the Hongkong 
public in the carly months of the 
year, as for instances, the musical 
recitals of Signor Gundi and Mme. 
Denles. Isalo's Russinn Circus also 
responded nobly to the enuse, and 
Itindly donnted on, one occasion part 
of. thelr “gate” recoipts to the relief 
unds, ‘ 


Tackling Refugee 
Problem 


Not only Js the ussocjation per- 
forming a laudable work in the pro- 
viding of medical suppiies for the 
Chinese Government, but has also 
tackled unflinchingly what has been 
aptly considered to be the Colony’s 
most critlerl problem at the present 
time, that of the ever-increasing In- 
flux of refugees. The majority of 
these, it rnust be mentioned, are 
mercly transits through the Colony, 
the penniless being provided with 
few dollars ond articles of personal 
use, Other Chinese benevolent 
organisations assist in sending 
them on to Canton where 
many are ultimately alded = tn 
returning to the North, via Hankow. 
Unfortunately, the situation Is not as 
easily solved as this; for there are 
the thousands who have no homes to 
return to, and Iike flotsam are com- 
pelled to drift from place to place. 
To such os these, the Colony offers 
them the only refuge; but to stay 
here without funds or any means of 
support is hazardous to the already 
greatly jeopardised economical situa- 
tion prevailing at the moment, 
Consequently,-the Chinese Women's 
Soldiers’ Relief Association together 
with other women’s socicties and the 
Tung Wo Hospital has been con- 
stantly alert to the exigencies of. the 
situation and has been attempting to 
find some means to solve the pro- 
blem. One of the means sought, and 
perhaps, It is the only logical one, Is 
{o endeavour to seek sonic means 
wherein this horde of unfortunate 
victims of muniind’s most flagrant 
example of studied and premediated 
aggression, may find the way of curn- 
ing their dally livelihood. This can 
only be accomplished by erecting at 
some locality in the Colony a factory 
of some kind, where in the able- 
bodied may find employment; for 
without occupation the already shat 
tered morale of the poorer refugee 
crumbles and he is compelled by dire 
necessity to sink Into the sloughs of 
professional beggary or worse. 


Proposed Factory 


Varlous sites for the proposed fac- 
tory for the employment of refugees 
have been proposed. The ideal one 
—and one, too, which could be 1c- 
converted with the minimum of ¢x- 
pensc—is that of the old Government 
Civi) Hospital. It Is’ learned that’ 
efforts are now being made to secure 
the use of these premises, and if this 
Is successful, the work of rchabilita- 
tlon can sturt at once. The articles 
which are contemplated being manu- 
factured, are necessarily those which

Inpanese planes used machine-guns 
near us to-day. 

In lectures to the Chinese troops 
commanders have told the soldiers 
not to be conceited, that they ore 
only doing their duty and that the 
biggest battle has yet to come, On 
the enstern line the fighting is bigger 
than the Talerchwang’ fight and the 
Josses on both sides have been ap- 
proximately one-third, of the total 
troops engaged. The cnsualtles have 
probably stopped the Japanese nitack 
and they are now awaiting reinforces 
ments, $ 


General Retreat 


Hsuchow, May 7. 

The Japanese troops are ing 
back further on the south Shant 
front, according to military advices. 

Routed by the Chinese, the Japan- 
ese south-west of Tancheng started a 
genern retreat yesterday morning. 
The Chinese have recaptured Feng- 
chinyao, which js the key position in 
the Tancheng situation. 

It fs stated that the Jnpancse, re- 
inforced by 1,000 infantrymen and 200 
cavalry men and supported by four 
tanks and eight field pieces, launched 
a counter-offensive on the Chinese 
positions on May 5. After a bitter 
engagement lasting a day anda night, 
the Chinese counter-ottacked carly 
yesterday morning. The Japanese, 
whose vigour had been spent, were 
beaten back with heavy losses, Under 
a protective barrage they begnn to 
withdraw. Chinese batteries Intense- 
ly pounded thetr rearguard while 
Chinese infantry units gave pursult, 

At Yuwangshaon and Chinlingssu, 
strategle points on the Lincheng- 
Tsaochwang branch rallwuy, which 
have been the scenes of sanguinary 
fighting in the Jost few duys, the 
Japanese were also ‘beaten back 
yesterday morning. The Chinese 
closed in on the enemy at Yuwang- 
shan from several directions and 
shattered their tines. Some 600 
dead and quantities of arms nnd 
ammunition were left by the Japan- 
ese, The Japanese vangunrds at 
Hungwawutun ore reported to be 
withdrawing northward. 


Break Through And Retreat 


After on abortive night attack, 
the Jnpanese at Chinglingssus were 
surrounded yesterday morning by 
the Chinese. They broke through 
the Chinese cordon and retreated 
westward, 

On the Yihsien sector the Chinese 
troops made an advince of some 
seven miles yesterday. The situation 
south-west of Yihslen wus for a time 
extremely critical. More than 10 
villages there were occupied by the 
Japanese. However, before they could 
yet a firm foothold, crack Chinese 
reinfar .ements Inunched a counter- 
attack under cover of night on May 
3. After a series of engagements 
lasting three days, the Jppanese 
IIncs were noticeably weakened, 

Relnforced by fresh troops, 
Japanese attempted to sive the 
situntion. They made four fierce 
onslaughts on May 4, but were ench 
{ime repulsed, 


On the night of May 5 the Chinese 
had complete mastery of the situa- 
tion, having recovered all the vil- 
lages lost, and occupied the high 
level ground, which commands the 
countryside. Encouraged = by she 
success, the Chinese made a further 
attack amd = drove back the enemy 
about seven miles yesterday, 

About 1,000 Japanese troops were 
killed in’ action, Chinese cusualties 
were high, too. : Brigadier-Comman- 
der Wang Chih-liang was severcly 
wounded and a number of battalion 
ond = company commanders were 
killed or wounded. 

There wos no change yesterday on 
{he Pihsien sector. The Chinese 
lines there are reported to be steady. 
—Central News.

Former Colony 
Resident Dead. 


‘Mr. H. F. Carmichael 
Dies At Worthing 


“40 Years Spent 
In Hongkong 


Old residents will learn with regret 
of the pnssing, on May 3 at Ardsheal, 
Worthing, Sussex, of Mr, H. F, 
Carmichael, founder of the local firm 
of consulting engincers, Messrs. 
Carmichael and Clarke. 


Born In Oban, Argyllshire, Scot- 
Innd, on September 20, 1800, Mr. 
Carmichael had spent the best part 
of forty years in’ Hongkong. He re- 
tired in 1917, und went to Worthing, 
where he became a Town Counclllor 
nnd = subsequently Mayor of the 
Borough, 


Mr. Carmichael was born, to use 
hls own) words, “with o dreadful 
thirst—for knowledge.” As soon ng 
he left school he was orticled to the 
famous firm of Stcele and Company, 
marine engineers at Greenock, where 
he remnalned for about five years. 
Immediately on the completion of his 
apprenticeship he went to America, 
nt the nge of 19, but finding that 
country then behind the times in 
maorine engineering, he decided to 
return to his native Innd and start 
afresh. 


After two more years ot home he 
went to sea for five years, during 
which time he obtained his engineer- 
ing certificates. He then turned his 
attention to the Eust, and in this 
connection It may be of interest to 
reenll an Interview which he granted 
to the Worthing Herald some years 
ago and in which he was quoted as 
saying: “China is the most wonder- 
ful country in the world, Its pie- 
turesque charm and Its ancient cus- 
toms and legends would take volumes 
to do justice to. The climate In 
Hongkong, where J spent the best 
part of 40 years, Is delightful in 
winter, but in the summer the heat 
is indescribable. They have terrible 
typhoons there, and un one occasion 
eight ships in the harbour were des- 
troyed and over 10,000 lives lost.” 


WASHED OVERBOARD 


In the same interview he also told 
of the most exciting occasion {tn his 
remarkable career—-how he was 
saved from ia watery grave by the 
merest chance and the hand of a 
comrade, He was Chief Engineer in 
a ship loaded with on sugar cargo, 
homeward bound from the pliunta- 
tlons, when they were caught ina 
typhoon. The only thing they could 
do was to put out the sea anchor and 
ride the storm as best they could. 
The stecring gear, however, broke 
under the strain, and while “Mr. 
Carmichael ‘was repairing? ‘the 
damage, a tremendous wall of water 
washed him overboard. As the ship 
settled into the trough of the wave 
he was sinking for the third time 
when the second engineer sprang 
down and, reaching over, grabbed 
him by the leg and hauled him to 
safety, 


Shortly after this, Mr. Carmichael 
set up for himself in Hongkong as a 
consulting engineer. “Hord work 
and don‘t spare yourself” was his pre- 
cept, and how fnr he lived up to It 
is shown by the following quotation 
from a historical and descriptive bool 
published by Macmillan, of London, 
on the seaports of the Far Enst: 


“Closely connected with the mar- 
vellous development of Hongkong 
are Its firms of engineers ond ship- 
bullders, whose admirable methods of 
operation afferd to all concerned 
fucilitles which were, until compara- 
tively recent years, only obtainuble 
in Europe and America, One of the 
best-known of these firms is that of 
Messrs. Carmichaocl and Clarke, 
whose reputation for high-class work 
and the consctentious and expeditious 
way in which ol their contracts are 
executed render a brief outline of the 
history and chief fentures of the 
business essentinl to the completeness 
of our review. 


BUSINESS ESTABLISHED 


“Its nucleus was formed in 1896 by 
Mr, oH. F. Carmichael, M.LN.A., 
MULM. as consulting engineer and 
‘shipbuilder, In 1809 he was joined 
in partnership by Mr. B. J. Barlow, 
and the concern became known as 
Carmichacl and Barlow, In 1901 
Mr. Barlow retired from business, 
and, the partnership being dissolved, 
the former name of H. F. Carmichael 
was resumed. In February, 1903, 
Mr. Harold Clarke, the assistant of 
Mr. Carmichael, was admitted into 
partnership, and the present designa- 
tlon of the business established. Mr. 
Clarke died in August, 1904, und the 
business way resumed under the same 
name with Mr. Carmichuel as sole 
proprietor, and since then the firm's 
operatfuns may be sald to have an 
evolutlonary process of development. 
From building .small harbour and 
river steamers, the firm has gradually 
extended the scope of thelr work to 
the repniring and fitting-out of large 
occun steamships, in which direction 
they have been extremely successful.” 


WORK IN WORTHING 


When Mr. Carmichael left Hong- 
kong in I917 he went to Worthing, 
where he’ did useful work, as the 
following account fram the Worthing 
Herald ‘shows: 


"During hls short tenure of office 
Councillor Carmichael has amply de= 
monatrated tho manifold “advantages 
to be derived by‘a rapidly expanding 
borough like “Worthing from having 
nt the helm a‘man ‘who ‘by birth, 
education and carly training, Is not

‘The Phoenix Group, which has been 
subjected to close examination as a 
result of the Anglo-American dis- 
cussions, consists of eight scattered 
low coral Islands lying near the 
equator and nbout 3,000 miles north- 
west of Austria, The islands are 
listed in British publications as 
British ptotectorates, and many ‘of 
them, Including Canton, were leased 
in 1916 for 87 years. ~ 

There is Mttle vegetation except on 
two of the islands—Sydney and Hull. 

The latter Island was discovered 
by the American explorer, Licutenant 
Charles Wilkes, in 1840. Great Bri- 
tain proclaimed it a protectorate in 
1889. It was leased, as in the case 
of most of the other islands, in 1916. 
It ta inhabited by employces of the 
lessee. 

* Sydney island also is Inhabited and 
has several buildings upon It. It is 
two miles long and 1.8 miles wide. 

The other Islands in the group, 
besides Canton and Enderbury, are 
Gardner, Phoenix, Birnie and Mc- 
Kean. Outside of tropical birds and 
the usual small wildlife found on 
tropical islands, Iving things are rare. 
Many of the fish found near the 
islands are said to be poisonous. 

To the south of the Phoenlx Group 
are the Union Islands, This group 
consists of three separate clusters of 
Islands. 

The principal islands in each clus- 
ter are Fakoafu in the south-eastern 
most ffroup; Nuku Nono, or the Duke 
of York Island to the southwest. 

The Union Group was annexed to 
the British Dominions In 1916 and 
1925 were placed under the rule of 
the administrator of Western Samoa 
in behalf of New Zealand. . 

The villages are clean and well- 
kept. Copra !s the only export. 

To the southeast of the Union group 
lie the Cook Islands, There are 
eight Islands in_ the group divided 
into the Lower Cook Islands and the 
Northern Cook Islands.’ They are 
ali Inctuded In the Dominion of New 
Zealand. 

Just to the east are the high, moun- 
tainous Society Islands and the Tubai 
or Austral Islands. ss 

The Soclety Group {s divided into 
the Windward and Leeward Islands, 
the former containing the famous 
Tahiti Island which fs the site of the 
principal settlement of Pepcecte, a 
food harbour and an ample supply 
base. 

The mountains are covered with 
vegetation and numerous streams and

the sea, The valleys and plains ure 
well cultivated. 

Cycionic storms are frequent be- 
tween December and March and in 
4877 the islands of Anaa and Kaukura 
were almost wiped out by one of the 
most violent storms ever recorded, 

The islnnds are owned by the 
French ond have a population of 
about 30,000. Many of the nativer 
are reported to, suffer from tubercu- 
losis and elephantiasis but leprosy, 
widespread In some Pacific Islands, js 
not commen. 

‘Tahiti ts the most Important island 
of the group. It is 33 miles long and 
1.3 miles wide. Its mountains ore 50 
high that on a clear day Tahiti can 
be sighted 80 or 90 miles away. 

The Tubuai Islands are nbout 350 
miles southwest of Tahit! There are 
five in the group and are relatively 
unimportant. They also are owned 
by France. 

Among the more important of the 
smaller {stand groups are the Solo- 
mon Isiands. They were first sighted 
by a Spanish explorer in 1567 but 
were not visited again until 200 years 
later. Richly forested in most parts, 
the group contains seven or elght 
islands with mountains reaching as 
high ns 8,000 to 10,000 fect. 

Stretching about 600 miles In a 
northwest and southeast direction, 
the islands spread about 100 miles 
wide and cover an area of about 
11,000 square miles of land. They 
are chiefly under British protection, 

The New Hebrides Group, con- 
taining about 40 mountainous, wide 
and well wooded islands, lie to the 
southeast of the Solomons. The 
§5,000 to 60,000 nafives and several 
thousand foreigners are governed 
Jointly by France and Great Britain. 
Products of the islands include 
copra, cotton, coffee, maize, wool, 
sandalwood, cocoa and livestock, 

Many of the natives are savage and 
cannibalism is still practiced among 
some of the tribes. 

The Loyalty Islands to the south 
are French and consist of three prin- 
cipal islands and numerous islets and 
rocks protruding from the ocean. 

Between the New Hebrides and the 
Union Group are the Fijl Islands 
owned by Great Britain. This group 
contains about 165 {slands covering 
more than 7,000 square miles, The 
Islands are important commercially, 
lying in the steamer roule between 
Australla, Panama and British Colum- 
bila. In addition, they are about 
equidistant between India and 
Amcrica, 

The natives are orderly, clean and 
strong. Most of them are Christians. 

To the south are the Ellice Islands 
and beyond, the Gilbert and Mar-
